» London, Nov. 19—The great battle 
begins on Monday when it will be 
temporarily decided whether the Lords 
shall carry Lord Lansdowne’s amend- 
rent to reject the budget by a major- 
ity of four or five to one, There is! 
then the chance that the King may be 
able to justify the existence of the 
crown as a balance ior the constitu- 
tion by inducing the peers to pass the 
budget on condition of a general e ad 
tion in January, which I have con-} 
stantly pointed out as the obvic us| 
practical compromisa—provided — thy 
destinies have not decreed the destruc 
tion of the House of Lords, 

I am assured compromise alrealy 
has been pressed upon both parties by 
the’ King and that neither of them 
will accept it. If this obstinate mood 
persists, then we are on the eve of 
ene of the great crises which will pro- 


foundly alter the constitution of Great | 


Britain. There is not a doubt what 
will be the issue of the collision be- 
tween the brazen pot and earthenware 
mug. This year will eee the end of the 
pretensions of the hereditary chamber 
to an equal voice in the legisuature of 
Britain, 
Must Clear the Way. 

I am so essentially a Conservative 
in temperament although Radical by 
conviction that I have shrunk in- 
étinetively from this raising of a revo- 
jutionary issue, but the cup of the 
peers now has been filled to overfolw- 
ing. The time has come when thes 
must be cleared out of the way of pro- 
gress. Their position has become in- 
tolerable, and although we have offer- 
ed them every way to eseape their im 
pending doom, they will not accept 
the way of salvation. Nothing re- 
maing tor them but a swift judgment 
to come, 

What will happen is this: The Loids 
will pass the amendment and a week 
later the ministers will formally ac- 
cept the challenge and the Commons 
will declare once more in the terms 
hallowed by precedent, but edged by 
the circumstances of the present crisis 
that they alone have the right to 
grant moneys to the crown or to im 
pose taxes on the nation, and that 
they alone are the sole final authori- 
ties on all questions of finance: 

An Interim Budget. 

The ministers will then anounce the 
intgoduction of an interim budget 
legalizing the collection of taxes which 
were collected in 1909 on the strength 
of the resolutions in the Commons. 
The Radicals will object, but the ne 
cessity of avoiding a financial crisis 
will over-ride party consideration 
This interim budget will go through 
practically unopposed. 

Parliament will be then dissolved 
before the Christmas vacation and 
the general election will occur in the 
first weeks of Jahuary. The issue is 
clear ang unmiztakaible: Are the Eng- 
lish to be governed in the future by 
600 hereditary legislators or by the 
elected representatives of the forty 
million of people As the issue lies 
in the ‘hands of the forty millions, the 
resuly is not for a moment in doubt 

Lord Lansdowne’s amendment of- 
fers the country a government by 
oligarchy tempered by  plebisecites 
The Liberals offer a government by 
the people and for the people, using 
the crown as the supreme embodiment 
of the executive of the people's will 

To Terminate Lords’ Vote. 

When the riberals go before the 
country they will ask for a mandate 
to terminate once and for all the veto 
of the peers upon legislation, and t 
vest the sole control of finance in the 
Commons giving legislative effect t 
al! financial measures passed by the 
representative chamber’ without rr 
quiring their passage pro forma 
through doe Lords. Wales, lreland and 
Scotland will stand firm and the Con 
eervatives will win many seats i 
England, but no one on either sid 
of the House expects to see a Conser 
vative victory.
